JOHN HANCOCK CENTER OWNER 
SHOPS NAMING RIGHTS TO FUND 
PLAZA REDEVELOPMENT

The owner of Chicago’s John Hancock Center is 
looking to put someone else’s John Hancock— in 
bold letters — on the front of the building. 


Chicago-based Hearn, which bought the 
Hancock’s office space and parking deck in 
2013, is shopping the naming rights for the 
47-year-old skyscraper to pay for a proposed 
$10 million plaza redevelopment. 

The deal could include a sign adorning the 
facade of the 100 -story, X-braced tower, and a 
challenge for Chicagoans to relearn the name 
of yet another iconic structure. 

A presentation Wednesday by Hearn exec- 
utives to The Magnificent Mile Association, a 
nonprofit group promoting businesses along 
North Michigan Avenue, included a render- 
ing that showed where a sponsor’s name could 
appear in 3-foot-high letters near the third 
floor, facing Michigan Avenue. 

“I can’t put anything on the top of the 
building, so the crown will never change,” 
Hearn President Stephen Hearn said. 

Any sign on the Hancock would be subject 
to special Michigan Avenue sign restrictions 
and related city regulations. The ordinance 
prohibits roof signs and allows for less total 
signage than in other parts of downtown. 

The Hancock sign would not be affected 
by restrictions imposed on parcels adjacent 
to the river in the wake of the controversial 
“Trump” sign added to the Trump Interna- 
tional Hotel and Tower in 2014— five years 


after its completion. 

Hearn said linking naming rights to rede- 
velopment of the plaza is essential to getting 
the project off the ground. 

“This is not going to be Jiffy Lube Tower,” 
Hearn said. “I’m looking for a prominent 
household name, Fortune 500, that would be 
interested in doing this as a part of a program. 
It’s similar to the names that you see on ath- 
letic venues.” 

“It’s going to be a 15-year commitment. 
I don’t want somebody to just write me a 
check and do this for two years and then bail,” 
Hearn said. 

Last year, Hearn proposed a $10 million 
redevelopment of Hancock’s sunken plaza 
with such elements as a cluster of triangular 
columns, a large video wall and other attrac- 
tions to draw visitors. 

Developed by the John Hancock Mutual 
Life Insurance Co. and designed by the Chi- 
cago office of architects Skidmore, Owings & 
Merrill, the tapered tower was billed as a rev- 
olutionary mixed-use skyscraper, with stores, 
parking and offices in the lower portion of the 
tower and residences on top. 

When it was completed in 1969, the John 
Hancock Center was the tallest building in 
Chicago. It soon was surpassed in height by

the Standard Oil Building (now Aon Cen- 
ter) and Sears (now Willis) Tower and more 
recently by Trump Tower. But “Big John” re- 
mains an iconic symbol of the city’s modern, 
muscular architecture. 

In 2013, Hearn Co. led a venture to buy 
the Hancock’s office space and parking deck, 
with other owners controlling the condo- 
miniums, retail spaces, observation deck and 
rooftop antennas. 

In 2009, the name of Chicago’s tallest 
building was changed from Sears Tower 
to Willis Tower as part of the deal for the 
London-based insurance firm to lease office 


space there. The name change didn’t quite 
take for many Chicagoans, particularly those 
of a certain age who still refer to U.S. Cellular 
Field as Comiskey Park. 

Ward Miller, executive director of Preserva- 
tion Chicago, a nonprofit working to get the 
Hancock building designated a Chicago land- 
mark, said changes to its plaza, the building’s 
facade and even its name could hurt its legacy 

“The John Hancock building’s name and 
design and presence is so much a part of 
Chicago, especially in relationship to its su- 
perstructures,” Miller said. “Between Sears 
Tower and the Hancock building, there’s a 
great legacy of Chicago’s great architecture of 
the modern movement of the 20th century 
They are seminal buildings that should be 
preserved.” 

While the contemplated signage on the 
Hancock would seem a punctuation mark 
compared with the 20 -foot-high, reflective 
stainless steel letters spelling out TR-U-M-P 
on the presumptive Republican presidential 
nominee’s namesake tower, Miller would like 
to keep signage to a minimum. 

His greater concern, however, is that any 
sign likely won’t bear the Hancock name. 

“New York wouldn’t allow the Empire State 
Building to be renamed,” Miller said.

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IF CUBS AND SOX REALLY 
WANT ARRIETA VS. SALE, 
THEY CAN MAKE IT HAPPEN

Jake Arrieta said he would love to face Chris 
Sale during the four-game City Series in late 
July, calling it a potential “dog fight.” 

And why not? 

It’s a matchup so delicious that Cubs and 
White Sox fans finally agree on something: 

It has to happen. 

Because Sale and Arrieta are no-brainers to 
be picked for the All-Star Game in San Diego 
and figure to pitch at least an inning, if not 
start, scheduling “The Dog Fight” would be 
relatively simple. 

Just make sure both make their first second- 
half starts on the same day. 

Making a Sale-Arrieta matchup (or an 
Arrieta- Sale matchup, if you prefer) happen 
is doable, but it will depend on six key figures 
to get ’er done. 

Managers Joe Maddon and Robin Ventura 
will announce the decisions on when the 
pitchers will start and presumably have the 
most say 

Pitching coaches Chris Bosio and Don 


Cooper will counsel their managers, and 
their voices have weight. 

Cubs President Theo Epstein and Sox Ex- 
ecutive Vice President Ken Williams will also 
provide their thoughts on the matter and ul- 
timately have veto power. 

Many things can take place 
in the next two months to 
scuttle the idea, but let’s as- 
sume both are still dominat- 
ing as the second half begins. 

If it’s three days of rest after 
the All-Star Game for each 
pitcher, they would make 
their first second-half starts 
July 1 6, putting them in line 
for a City Series collision July 
2 6, the second game at U.S. 

Cellular Field. If it’s four days, 
they would face off July 27 
at Wrigley Field, the third 
game of the series. 

If one of the two gets three days of rest and 
the other four, they won’t match up at all. 


Both parks will fill up regardless of who 
pitches in which game, but for marketing and 
promotional purposes, a Sale-Arrieta match- 
up in your park could pay dividends in the 
future and provide plenty of fodder for the 
gigantic video boards. 

When Kerry Wood faced 
the Yankees’ Roger Clemens 
on June 7, 2003, at Wrigley 
Field, the iconic marquee 
promoted the matchup as a 
larger-than-life event. 

Usually it would’ve just 
read “Cubs vs. Yankees,” 
but Clemens was going for 
his 300th win, Wood was 
seen as a younger version 
of Clemens and it was 
becoming a magical season 
for the Cubs. 

The game actually ex- 
ceeded the hype. Hee Seop 
Choi’s collision with Wood sent the Cubs 
first baseman to the hospital. Replacement 


Eric Karros hit a go-ahead, three-run home 
run off reliever Juan Acevedo after Clemens 
was yanked in the seventh. And Wood struck 
out 11 and allowed one run into the eighth in 
a 5-2 win. 

Sale-Arrieta (or Arrieta- Sale) could be just 
as much fun. 

Cooper may be the key to pulling it off. 
Last year, the Sox told Sale they didn’t want 
him to participate in the All-Star Game to 
save his arm for the second half. Sale agreed 
and was not used. He had a terrible finish in 
September, so the extra rest was irrelevant. 

Whatever Cooper decides will probably 
be the way the Sox go. The goal, of course, 
is making the postseason, not appeasing the 
fans. 

Another thing to remember is that nei- 
ther Maddon nor Ventura is obligated to an- 
nounce his second-half rotation before the 
All-Star break. Unless they announce it at 
the same time, one could see what the other 
team is doing and then decide whether to use 
his ace on the same rest.
